DUTY ON CEMENT 


WILL NOT 


LIKELY BE FURTHER REDUCED 


Action of the Government in Remitting One Half of the that the tremendous seepages in the 
Duty is Generally Considered to be Rather Drastic, 
and Further Reduction is not Probable. 


Ottawa, Ont.—The Evening Citizen: 
fn commenting on the recent remis- 
sion of 50 per cent. of the duty on 
cement says: 

“It is wholly improbable that any 
further action will be taken by the 
government in regard to the cement 
duty. The action taken in remiiting 
one-half of the duty is considered 
generaliy to be pretty drastic though 


certain interests in the west are re- 
presenting that it does not go far 
enough, "ie situation which called 


for a reduction of the duty was a spec- 
ial case, to meet which exceptional 
action hal ty» be taken, There is 
no reason to anticipate, however, as 
hinted in certain quarters, that it 
is the thin end of the wedge and like- 
ly to be further extended as regards 
cement or other commodities till there 
is full inquiry into the tariff gener- 
ally.” 

The Citizen also prints a lengthy | 
interview with Senator I.W.C,  Ed- 
wards, president of the Canada Ce- 
ment company, in regard to the situa. | 
tion. “The Canada Cement company j; 
has a Jarge surplus stock on hand over 
all requirements, on which it would 
like to realize,” said Senator Edwards 
when asked if it were true that the 
company, as is stated, is unable to 
supply the west with cement, | 

The senator would make no com-| 
ment on the action of the govern- 
ment in reducing the duty on cement 
one-half for a limited period, nor did 
he care to say for publication what 
effect the transportation facilities of 
the country had on the delivery of | 
the company’s: product. | 

“There has never been a time when | 
the Canada Cement company has not | 
been able to fill all its orders,” the 


senator further said. “The plants | 
ineluded in the company. were only 
rugning between seven and eight 
months of the year when the Canada | 
Cement company was organized, but 
since that time they have been run- 
ning the full twelve months of the 


year. This has given us the oppor: | 
tunity of filling large storehouses 
which we have located at various | 


peints in preparation for the busy | 
season,” | 

That whatever the other sixteen ce 
ment companies in eperation through- 
out the country might do with regard 
to asking te government to rescind 
the duty-cutting decision, the Canada | 
Cement company would take no part 
in such an apveal, the president of! 
the company also asserted, 

“There is one point which has been 
overlooked, though,” he said. “The 
Canadian companies annually pur- 
chase a great quantity of paper bags 
for cement in the United States, These | 
bags cannot be had in Canada, and 
they are forced to buy there, paying | 
the full duty. Now, under this order 
of the government, United States 
manufacturers of cement will be able 
to ship their cement here, paying only | 
one-half the duty on both cement and } 
on the paper bags. Whatever else 
may be said about the cut, this will 
appeal to the ordinary man as unfair 
to the Canadian companies. We 
have to pay full duty om the paper 
bags while the American companies 
can ship them in here, filled with ce- 
ment, and only pay half duty. The 
Canada Cement company may ask 
the government. with the other six- 
teen Canadian companies, for similar 
treatment in connection with the pa-

GOLD FOUND IN NORTHLAND 


Reports Come From Prospectors Who 
Say Precious Metal Found at 
Fort Liard 


Ottawa.—News that gold has been 
found in the northwest territories at 
the head of the Liard river above; 
Fort Liard has been received at the 
geological survery, but nothing of an 
officia! nature has yet been ascer- 
tained regarding the authenticity of 
the reports. 

The reports, declared Professor R.- 
W. Brock, director of the survey, 
simply come from prospectors who 
have come down from country and | 
state they have found gold. There | 
has been no rush to the country as 
yet, and should not be until some- 
thing more official is known. 

Mr. Brock also stated that 30 part- | 
fes from the geological survey had 
already gone out to different parts 
of the country for survey work. 

Ten more would be sent out within 
the next few days.

While flour trade 
is still called dull the stocks of wheat 
at Minneapolls are decreasing heavily 
and in the last few days the millers 
there have been stirred up by Du- 
luth shippers buying cash wheat from 
Minneapolis elevator people for ship- 
ment to millers in the eastern states. 
In connection with this phase of the 
trade it is reported that the Wash- 
burn Crosby Co., who have a large 
mill at Buffalo, N.Y., have bought 
from Canadian dealers, a cargo of 
300,000 bus. of Manitoba 1 Northern 
which they have shipped from Fort 
William to their mill at Buffalo, either 
to be milled in bond for export. or to 
be used for their domestic trade by 
mixing with the United States wheat. 
In the latter case they would have to 
pay a duty of 25c per bushel on it, 
but the Manitoba wheat is of super: 
jor quality and the first cost of it 10c 
to lide per bushel under the price of 
Duluth 1 Northern, so that for mixing 
purposes to make into flour 
for the United States domes- 
tic trade, it may be practicable at the 
present time to use the Manitoba 
wheat to a moderate extent In spite 
of having the duty to pay. There is 
nothing much new in regard to grow- 
ing crops outside of the United 
States. Our own Western Canadian 
crop is generally supposed to be in 
a flourishing condition but in our opin- 


fon we continue to have too much 
cold and wet weather. The low

This annointing of Jesus by a pen- 
| itent woman is recorded only by Luke, 
(There is another anointing later in 
| His ministry which is recorded by 
) Matthew, Mark and John, but not by 
|Luke, That was at) Bethany, and 
| Mary, the sister of Martha, anointed 


Him for his burial. This was prob- 
jably at Nain, and the name of the 
{woman is not given. Both anoint- 


| ings were in the houses of men called 
ion, but the one is called Simon 
‘the Pharisee and the other Simon the 
leper. In today’s lesson the woman 
| Washed His feet with penitential tears 
| them and anointed them. At Bethany 
| Mary anointed His head as well as 
His feet, but there is no :ccord of 
{her washing them, They are mant 
festiy two wholly different ineideuts 
jat different times and in differeat 
|places, but Jesus Christ Himself is 
{the centre in each, as He is in all 
the bible, and everywhere and at all 
times revealing God the Father. In 
our lesson He is in the house of one 
who knew Him not nor treated Him 
with common courtesy, a8 we learn 
from the words of Jesus in verses 44- 
45, ‘Thou gavest me no water for my 
feet; thou gavest me no kiss, my 
head with oil thou didst not anoint.” 
At Bethany He was in the house of 
| thuse who loved him, This Phari- 
see reminds us of the one in chapter 
leviih 11, 12, and in verse 80 of our 
| lesson chapter we read that the 
Pharisee and lawyers rejected the 
counsel of God against themselves.” 
Yn chapter xvi. 14, it is said that the 
| Pharisee derided Him and His teach- 
jing. He went wherever He could do 
good and heal a sin sick soul or a 
diseased body, never thinking of Him- 
self or of His unkind treatment by 
others, He did not hesitate to touch 
the world in any form for its good, 
but He was as separate from it as 
light from darkness. He came to 
save sinners, to seek and to save 
the lost, and, inasmuch as He Himself 
said, “There is joy in the presence of 
the angels of God over one sinner 
that repenteth,” (Luke xy. 20), He 
was no doubt full of joy when he 
found any one like this woman, or the
